They sailed 
for San Francisco on the steamship 
Mongolia, having completed their mis- 
sion to Japan, under the auspices of the 
Federal Council of Churches of Christ in 
America. 
In the judgment of the Japanese press, 
the work which they have done in fos- 
tering cordial relations between Japan 
and the United States is of historic 
significance and will prove to be most 
helpful in maintaining the friendship of 
the two nations. 
Underlying Motive for Peace. 

Count Okuma stated to Prof. Mathews

the advantage of Japan, but that they 
constituted the sole guaranty of peage 
in the Orient. To secure this peace, 
he gaid, was the underlying motive of 
Japanese diplomacy. Japan had 0»no 
thought of infringing upon the rights 
of other nations and acceptance of her 
demands by China would involve no such 
infringement. 

“Efforts recently have been made to 
invent some plausible reason for a dis- 
aruption of the relations between Japan 
Ber America,” the Premier continued. 
“These attempts having failed, the mis- 
chief makers now look to China as a 
field in which the two Powers may be 
made to clash. I see no reason for such 
a conflict.”’ 

“Japan Not to Be Unfair.” 

Count Okuma stated with emphasis 

f vat Japan and Great Britain possessed 

a well-grounded understanding concern- 
ing equality of opportunity in China and 
the integrity of that nation. In accord- 
ance with the well-known policy of the 
Tinited States, he believed that Ameri- 
can manufacturers would find the Chi- 
nese markets open to them.

MOVING PICTURE ACTOR IS 
KILLED IN A BATTLE SCENE 


Weapons Had Been Lounded With‘ Bal- 
lets to Add to the Realism of 
the Effect. 

LOS. ANGELES, Cal., Feb. 27.—An in- 
vestigation was under way today for 
the death of Charles Chandler, a mo- 
tion picture actor, who was shot and 
killed yesterday in the staging of a 
battle scene in the San Fernandino Val- 
ley, near here. Chandler was a member 
of an attacking party, instructed to 
capture soldiers barricaded in a cabin. 
Before word was given for them to 
begin firing with revolvers, a_ single 
shot was heard and Chandler fell in the 
midst of his companions, shot in the 

forehead.

POTATOES URGED IN LIEU 
* OF BREAD IF PRICE GOES UP 


Federal Scientists Say 10 Cents Worth 
Wilt Give More Nourishment 
Than Trvo Loaves Contain. 


WASHINGTON, Feb_, 27.—‘“If wheat 
remains at its presefit high figure or 
continues to rise in price and if there is 
a corresponding increase in the price of 
bread, scientists in the United States 
Department of Agriculture suggest that 
the ordinary household will find it ad- 
vantageous to eat more potatoes and 
less bread,”’ says a statement issued to- 
day at the department. 

“With potatoes at 60 cents a bushel, 
10 cents worth—or 10 pounds—will give 
the consumer a little more actual 
nourishment than two one-pound loaves 
of bread at 6 cents each. If prices 
change sufficiently to make it desir- 
able from a financial point of view- 
there is no scientific reason why pota- 
toes should not be substituted to a 
great extent for bread.”’

ATTACK CONTINUES 


AT DARDANELLES| 


Interior Forts in Straits Reported 
to Have Been Bombarded 
by Allied Fleet. 


LONDON, Feb. 27.—The allied fleet 
has bombarded interior forts in the 
straits of the Dardanelles, according to 
an Athens dispatch to Reuter’s Tele- 
gram Co. The fire directed upon Fort 
Dardanos is said to have been particu- 
larly severe and the Turkish’ reply 
feeble. 

The Sedd-El-Bahr lghthouse at the 
entrance to the Dardanelles is in flames. 
The fort of Dardanos is the first to be 
passed after those which guard the 
entrance of the straits. 


PARIS, Feb. 27.—The Athens corre- 
spondent of the Havas agency sends the 


bardment of the forts at the. entrance 
to the Dardanelles by the French and 
British fleets: — : 

“News received from the island of 
Tenedos last night says that the bom- 
bardment of the Dardanelles continued 
with violence from 9 o'clock in the 
morning until 6 in the evening. The 
fire from the forts was intense during 
part of the day, but diminished and 
ceased before nightfall. 

‘Borts Erthogrolil, Sedd-El-Bahr and 
Orhanie suffered a great deal, especial- 
ly Sedd-El-Bahr, which was on fire, the 
flames being seen from Tendos. One of 
the allies’ cruisers entered the strait 
during the evening and bombarded the 
forts for an hour. It then withdrew 
safely. 

“The result of the fire of the Turkish 
forts is not definiely known, but it ap- 
pears to be established that none of 
the allies’ vessels has been seriously

In the Carpa- 
thians the Russian troops have taken 
possession of the Feights east of 
Lupkow, having repulsed several suc- 
cessive attacks by the Austro-Hun- 
garians after having let them come 
within 8 feet of the position. 

After having repulsed more than 
five attacks on the Koziurka, we 
havé taken a height in the region of 
Wyszkew, an important point in the 
enemy's position. After a severe 
struggle the Austrians have been dis- 
lodged from the svutheast slope of 
the Tucholka Pasa and from the 
northwest of Semeezur, and our 
troops have continued their advance 
in the region southwest of Stanisiau, 
occupied the day before by the 
enemy. 


In Rear of Austrian Troops. 

In the region of Krasno, Nebilor 
and Perchinske two Austrian bri- 
gadesg were attacked and driven back 
at the point of the baycnet. The Aus- 
trian counter attacks, though : 7 
in considerable force, were repulsed. 
We have made 1500 soldiers and % of- 
ficers prisoners and are now holding 
positions on the flanks and rear of 
the Austrian troops in the neighbor- 
hood of Stanisiau. 

Summing up the situation, the at-

London Believes Food and Cot- 


ton for Germany Will Be 
Made Contraband. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—An indica- 
tion of the British Government’s §atti- 
tude toward the American Government's 
informal proposals to Great Britain and 
Germany for the removal of dangers to 
neutral shipping, officials here thought, 
would be forthcoming today. At any 
rate, an answer is expected in a few 
days. The German Government's atti- 
tude on the issue is already known to 
be favorable to making concessions and 
as supplying the basis for negotiations 
between the nations involved. 

Officials here learned today through 
unofficial sources that some British Cab- 
inet members take the attitude that 
reprisals will be necessary in retaliation 
for Germany’s submarine campaign. En- 
giand’s allies, including France and Rus- 
sia, which have been considering the 
American proposals, were said to be in 
full accord with her as to what steps 
she would take. 

The Washington Government believes 
that even though these proposals are 
not accepted its efforts will not be 
wasted since it will demonstrate to the 
belligerents the sincerity of the purpose 
of the United States and the impartial- 
ity of its pesition. ) 

Encouragiag Reports Reecived. 

Encouraging reporte from both Am- 
passadors Page and Gerard at London 
and Berlin, respectively, were received 
by President Wilson and his Cabinet 
yesterday. 

Some of the leading men in the Brit- 
ish Cabinet are said to favor in prin- 
ciple the American proposals as a means 
of solving the problem with as little in- 
convenience to neutral countries as pos- 
sible. 

The exact nature of the proposals is 
still unknown because of the rigid 
retioence of the officials both here and 
abroad, but each day adds information 
on the subject. Briefly, this much of 
the contents of the American sugges- 
tions now has been confirmed: The 
United States has asked that the pre- 
vious rules of international law. with 
respect to the shipment by neutrals of 
conditional contraband 4estined to civ- 
jlian population, and not the belligerent 
forces of an enemy, remain unaltered.

The removal of al) floating mines by 
Germany, as well as Great Britain, is 
proposed; this not to apply, however, to 
mines used for protection of coast de- 
fenses and harbors, pilots to be fur- 
nished to guide neutral ships through 
such fields as remain.

No Interference in Warfare.

Was With Paper Since 1883 and 
Succeeded J, B. McCullagh 
as Editor. 


Capt. Henry King, for 18 years edi- 
tor of the Globe-Democrat, and 4 
member of its staff since 1383, re- 
signed his position yesterday because 
of failing heaith. He has been ill for 
several days at the home of his son- 
in-law, Dr. N. J. Hawley, 3864 Cleve- 
land avenue. While his recovery is 
expected, he has not felt that his 
strength would warrant him in re- 
suming work. 

The Glebe-Demoocrat’s editorial 
page this morning was headed with 
this paragraph: 

“The publishers of the Globe-Deme 
ocrat regret to announce the resigna- 
tion of Capt. Henry King, who for 
the past 18 years has served this pa- 
per as managing editor with credit te 
his employers afd with honor to him- 
self. The condition of his health 
compels the discoatinuance of the 
labors which he has so long enjoyed 
and so ardently prosecuted, and he 
takes with him into his voluntary re- 
tirement the esteem and affection not 
only of the publishers and every 
member of the Globe-Democrat staff, 
but of every follower of the profes- 
sion upon which he has ever shed 4 
gentle and unwavering luster. May 
rest and freedom from responsibilities 
bring to him a restoration of strength 
and the ability te enjoy to their full- 
est the many years that we hope yet 
remain to him.” 

Capt. King is nearly 73 years old, 
and is a native of Ohio. He 
in the Union Army through the Civil 
War, becoming a Captain. He was 
first a printer, then an editor, and 
had charge of papers in Quiney, M1, 
and Topeka, Kan., before he came to 
St. Louts 323 yearsago. He became edi- 
tor of the Globe-Democrat after the 
sudden death of Joseph B. MeCul- 
lagh. 

No choice of a successor to Capt. 
King has been made by the publish- 
ers. Pending a choice, J. J. Me- 
Auliffe, city editor, is in charge of 
the news department of the paper, 
and Casper 8S. Yost, who was Capt. 
King’s assistant, is in charge of the 
editorial page and it is probable that 
this arrangement will be made perma- 
nent later on.

BRILLIANT CHARGES MADE 


Eye Witness Tells How Threc 
Wounded Men Held an En- 
glish Position. 


BY SABONS* Rise ?7.—"All the ground 


near the front line is plowed up with 
shells and furrowed with the remains 
of old trenches and graves. The whole 
place is a vast cemetery in which our 
trenches and those of the enemy wind 
tn every dirction.”’ 

This statement ia made by the Brit- 
tsh official “Byewitness’”’ at the front, 
in a description given out here last 
night, of the receat battles southeast 
of Ypres and of the country in which 
the armies are fighting. 

“In @ sheltered gpot,’”’ he continues” 
there is a little graveyard where some 
of our own dead have been buried. 
Their. graves have been carefully 
marked and @ rough square of bricks 
has been placed ardund them. In front 
of the trenches German bodies still 
lie thiek. vy

“At one point of the brick fields re- 
cently some 80 men tried to rush our 
line.

“Tt is the same all along the front in 
this quarter. Everywhere stfll gray 
figures can be seen lying.

“This description might serve with a 
few minor alterations for many eof the 
lecalities along our front, where the 
fighting has centered around some 
wood, a village, or line of trenches. It 
is as if each had been swept by a 
withering blast before which every ob- 
ject, whether a work of nature or of 
man, has crumbled into ruins or become 
twisted and deformed, and even the very 
ground itself looks as if it had been 
shaken by a violent convulsion of na- 
ture.” 

‘To the south of Ypres, 
Canal,” the ‘eyewitness’ says, “the 
ground, although there are some ene 
closures, is comparatively open. To 
the north of it, however, there are 
many woods and these have become 
a tangle of fallen trees interspersed 
with shell craters. 

“To add to the hardships of such 
fighting the troops have been at- 
tacking on ground in which the men 
sink up to their knees in mud.” 

Tells of Brililant Advance. 

‘Despite all these drawbacks,” con- 
tinues the observer, “counter attacks 
have been carried out with such reso- 
lution that in nearly all cases the 
original line has been regained. On 
the night of Feb. 15, as our troops 
were advancing to drive the enemy 
out of one of these trenches, his guns 
suddenly opened a tremendous fire, 
Our men were in the open at sore 
distance from the, Germans at the 
time and being thus taken at a die- 
advantage their chance of success 
looked small. Without a moment's 
hesitation. however, the attacking 
line broke into a double quick and, 
pounding through the mud, burst 
into the German trench. 

“A counter attack on the I7th also 
was @ most Gashing piece of work.

MURDER SUSPECT 
IN AURORA KEPT A 
GAS PIPE IN ROOM 


Compared With “Piece With 
Which Girl Was Killed; $1000 
Reward for Slayer. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—Two Chicago deé- 
tectives were in Aurora today exam- 
ining the piece of gas pipe with which 
Miss Emma Peterson~* was brutally 
slain on Thursday night to learn how 
it compared with a strip of pipe found 
in the room occupied by Frank Ram- 
sey, who was arrested as a suspect 
here last night. 

Ramsey, whose home is in Dixon, Ul., 
had in his possession, when arrested, 
a newspaper clipping, telling how he 
had written the Chief of Police at Au- 
rora, last fall, offering to furnish him 
with a clew,to the identity of the man 
who murdered Miss Jennie Miller, the 
second woman clubbed to death there 
within the last 12 months. 

Women of Aurora last night locked 
themselves within doors or ventured 
forth in groups, while the men gath- 
ered to discuss means of apprehending 
the murderer of Miss Peterson. 

The City Council, at a special ses- 
sion, announced a reward of $1000 for 
the arrest of the murderer. 

A second glove, the mate to one found 
near a piece of pipe not far from .u.i5s 
Peter’s body, was found, when the 
bundle containing her cluthing was un- 
wrapped at an undertaker’s. It appar- 
ently had been dropped by the murder- 
er, by the body and had been picked up 
unnoticed among her things.

FOR BEAUTY NOT 10 
SEE PHOTOS AT FAR 


Childhood in San Francisco 
Will Learn There Is None. 


Hundreds of fond parents in and 
near St. Louis, who were highly 
pleased a year and a half ago, when 
their children’s pictures were sought 
for the Temple of Childhood, at the 
Panma-Pacific Exposition in San 
Francisco, will be disappointed to 
learn that there is no Temple of 
Childhood, and that the special pic- 
tures for which the children posed 
will not be seen by Exposition visi- 
tors. 

A dispatch from San Francisco to 
the Post-Dispatch, jn response to an 
inquiry, says that Frank Burt, direc- 
tor of concessions at the Exposition, 
rejected the Temple of Childhood, on 
the ground that its. nromottrs had 
failed to meet financial and other 
conditions laid dewn to them. The 
Exposition directors upheld Burt’s 
action. The concession was canceled 
and the site was given to another con. 
cession. The pictures. it was stated, 
are being mailed back to parents by 
the Exposition company in all cases 
where addresses are available. 

In the late summer of 1913 cane 
vassers began collecting the names of 
children in St. Louis and other cities, 
and parents here began to receive in 
the mail handsome certificates show- 
ing that their children had been 
chosen to represent St. Louis in the 
Temple of Childhood photographie 
display. The first impression, in most 
cases, was that this was a singular 
and exclusive honor. Mothers, filled 
with pride, would hasten to tell their 
neighbors of the distinction conferred 
on their pets, only to learn that the 
neighbors’ ‘children had been similar- 
ly favored. 

Many Had Pictures Taken. 
Notwithstanding the shock of such 
discoveries, many mothers took their 
children to the official photo- 
grapher and presented the certifi- 
cates, and the children’s pictures were 
made. There was no charge for the 
making of the negative for the Tem- 
ple of Childhod, the parents were 
told, but if they wished to order cop- 
fes of the pictures for themselves 
they could get them at the regular 
rate per dozen. |

The wisdom of.the President’s effort to adjust 
the foodstuff question and thus eliminate the 
mine and submarine menace to neutral ships is 
apparent to all who are not blinded by war pas- 
sions and prejudices. : 

It is not to be expected that the argument of 
humanity in general will have much weight in the 
counsels of those who want victory at any cost. 
But self-interest for each of the belligerents is 
involved. 

There is no profit for any nation in running 
amuck. When the practice becomes general all 
interests suffer. How far reprisals will go in the 
lawless methods which are beginning between 
Great Britain and Germany cannot be foreseen 
unless limitations are agreed upon. 

The great advantage to be gained by Germany 
through the proposed adjustment is a supply of 
food for her civilian population and the elimina- 
tion of threatened tension with neutral nations. 
There is not much hope that Germany’s mines 
and submarines will cut off Great Britain’s sup- 
ply of necessaries, but there is great danger that 
her mine and submarine warfare on merchant 
shipping will alienate neutral nations; perhaps, 
increase the number of her enemies. 

On the other hand, the German war zone 
threatens Great Britain’s supply of necessaries 
and promises to inflict heavy losses on her ship- 
ping. It drives away neutral trade. There is 
another consideration for all of the allies in 
which the argument of humanity weighs—all of 
the allies have thousands of prisoners in German 
camps and these will be the first to suffer from 
lack of food supplies. 

All of the belligerent nations must depend up- 
on neutral nations for supplies and trade. If 
through the use of mines and submarines they 
destroy neutral trade or drive it from the seas 
all will suffer alike. There is no benefit in war- 
fare of this kind. 

Success in this effort to bring the .belligerents 
to their senses and to obtain the acceptance of an 
orderly and beneficial adjustment will do more 
than relieve this present costly and menacing 
situation: it will mark an advance in interna- 
tional law dealing with the use of mines and 
submarines on the seas and with neutral ocean 


traffic.

Mayor Kiel’s argument for turning the Indus- 
trial School over to the direction of the Board of 
Education is almost irresistible. He says that 
politics has figured in the appointment of the of- 
ficers and employes of the school and that politics 
has figured in its management. No one knows 
more about that than the Mayor, who was a 
practical politician for many years before his 
election, and chairman of the city committee. 

Mayor Kiel’s plea does much credit to his con- 
ception of what this institution for St. Louis chil- 
dren should be, and the atmosphere in which its 
important work should be conducted. But his 
wise plan for an improvement is dictated by his 
familiarity with the nonpartisan policies of the 
School Board of the past, from which the ‘“‘gentle- 
men’s agreement” eliminated politics for a decade 
and a half. Of what avail would the proposed 
change be if the School Board is to become a 
poktical body, if machine bosses are to bestow 
nominations to it in consideration of campaign 
subscriptions, if elections to its membership are 
to be run on party lines? 

The interests of the Industrial School and the 
creater interests of the publt school system of the 
city demand a Board of Education that shall 
be safeguarded from the politicians. New legis- 
lation regulating the choice of its members should 
be passed at Jefferson City.

MUNICIPAL EMPLOYMENT BUREAU. 

Many readers have approved of Rabbi Harri- 
son's suggestion that a Municipal Labor Bureau 
be created, as a clearing house to bring employer 
and worker together. But one critic objects on 
the ground that such a bureau means an increase 
in city officials and assistants. He asks: ‘Is 
there, then, no other solution of the unemployed 
labor problem than through more bureaucracy?’ 

The situation in St. Louis at present is that we 
have three more or less unsatisfactory public labor 
bureaus. The State Employment Bureau is an 
adjunct of the State Labor Bureau, whose princi- 
pal duty is the gathering and publication of sta- 
tistics. It has a very limited scope, being un- 
supported by a sufficient appropriation for pub- 
licity with regard to employment. The employ- 
ment bureau connected with the Municipal Lodg- 
ing House cannot, of course, deal with any save 
the utterly down-and-out element. Many worthy 
persons ont of work will shun it. And the new 
Federal Bureau, in connection with the Postoffice, 
covering four States, appears to be looked upon by 
employers aS an agency for supplying farm help. 
Ir the six weeks of its existence it has found jobs 
for 40 persons. 

St. Louis needs a Municipal Labor Bureau of the 
kind advocated by Rabbi Harrison and the Post- 
Dispatch, with means and machinery to do effi- 
cient. work. It can’t be done without men and 
money. The cry of bureaucracy can be raised 
against any new attempt at organized Government 
service. What is needed is a St. Louis agency, 
with an efficient staff, acquainted with St. Louis 
needs and conditions, to bring employers and 
workers together through everv known method of 
wblicity, without charge to either, so that we may 
onee for all get rid of the standing nuisance and

LOANS ON PERSONAL PROPERTY 
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Croly, author of “The Promise of Amer~- 
ican Life.” In a work which is signifi- 
cant at this time, the author examines 
carefully the philosophy underlying the 
American Government from its begin- 
ning. He looksd4nto the traditions and 
precedents on which we base much of 
our political thought of today. Hs 
finds that the evolution this country 
has undergone and is undergoifig is as 
natural and necessary as is the ¢volu- 
tion that all growing organisms must 
indergo. 

That we have come to the parting of 
the ways is clearly intimated in Mr. 
Croly’s book. We have come to a turn 
in the road where we must decide 
whether we are to encase our democracy 
in mere legalism or whether we are to 
decide from time to time on the merits 
of policies. The author reminds those 
who believe in rule by precedent that 

recedent in its time was based on pol- 
icy and urges that new precedents be 
established where policy so demands for 
the good of all the. people. 

It is clear, too, that our country today 
differs from what it was becaiise of the 
wider spread of education. Where the 
people could not easily be trusted in 
days when few had any schooling, the 
author feels that today more can be left 
to the people for nal decision than 
ever before. 

In one of the most important chapters 
the author shows the need of industrial 
democracy. It has been contendéd by 
many sociologists that political democ- 
racy and industrial autocracy are incon- 
sistent. A good deal of the failure vf 
political democracy is due to the fact 
that it is not coupled with industrial de 
mocracy. More and more men of light 
and leading are beginning to realize 
this. -At the recent hearing of the In- 
dustrial Relations Commission it was 
clearly indicated that even the great 
captains of industry are beginning to 
realise that the builders of industries, 
the workers, must be given an oppor- 
tunity to express themselves as to the 
management of these industrial enter- 
prises. 

In the concluding cnapter the auther 
pleads for social education. Here again 
there’ is a great opportunity to help 
make democracy successful. Our edu- 
cation is based on individualism and on 
systems inherited from monarchies and 
autocracies. We need democratic edu- 
cation—social education. We must teach 
all the people how to work and hew te 
live and how to play together. (Maemil- 
lat.)
